or  upper  chamber,  Peterson  said. 

“This  is  the  mitral  valve  which  is 
the  most  serious  of  any  there  could 
be,”  said  Dr.  Robert  Jarvik,  the  in¬ 
ventor  of  the  artificial  heart  who  was 
notified  of  the  blood  pressure  drop  by 
a  nurse. 

Clark  was  consulted  at  some  length 
about  his  condition  prior  to  the 
surgery  and  gave  his  vote  for  going 
back  on  the  operating  table,  Peterson 
said. 

The  surgery  began  about  10:45 
a.m. ,  an  hour  after  Jarvik  was  told  of 
the  drop  in  blood  pressure  drop  while 
visiting  Clark,  said  John  Dwan,  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Utah  Medical  Center 
spokesman. 

The  heart  has  four  valves,  and 
Dwan  said  doctors  said  it  was  one  of 
two  valves  in  the  left  ventricle  that 
malfunctioned. 

Dr.  William  DeVries  —  the 


surgeon  who  implanted  the  Jarvik-7 
heart  on  Dec.  2  —  consulted  with 
Clark  and  Clark’s  wife,  Una  Loy,  be¬ 
fore  the  original  medical  team  was 
hurriedly  assembled  and  Tuesday’s 
surgery  began,  he  said. 

Initially,  doctors  had  thought  the 
problem  might  be  caused  by  a  blood 
clot  or  by  a  growth  of  tissue  over  the 
heart  valves. 

During  the  surgery  in  which  the 
heart  was  implanted,  Clark’s 
surgeons  were  dissatisfied  with  the 
performance  of  one  of  the  Jarvik-7’s 
ventricles.  It  was  replaced  with  a 
ventricle  from  a  backup  heart. 

The  drop  in  blood  pressure  occur¬ 
red  exactly  one  week  after  Clark  ex¬ 
perienced  a  series  of  short  but  intense

surgery  Dec.  4  to  repair  air  sacs  in  his 
lungs  that  doctors  said  had  ruptured 
during  the  seven-hour  implant 
surgery  two  days  before.

No  ceiling 

There  is  currently  no  ceiling  on  the  total  outside 
income  senators  can  make  other  than  the  $2,000-per- 
speech  limit  that  applies  to  all  federal  employees.  The 
repealed  cap  was  to  have  taken  effect  next  month. 

House  members  are  limited  to  a  total  of  $18,200  in 
such  outside  income.

Officer's  job  never  done, 
says  Provo's  police  chief 


Provo  Police  officers  are  constantly 
on  the  job,  whether  on  or  off  duty, 
according  to  Chief  Swen  Nielsen. 

The  situations  off-duty  police  offic¬ 
ers  face  are  so  different  that  restric¬ 
tions  on  the  officers  and  their  author¬ 
ity  depend  on  several  factors. 

According  to  Nielsen,  restrictions 
on  force,  searches  and  other  police 
actions  are  varied,  depending  on  the 
person  acting  as  an  officer  in  a  par¬ 
ticular  situation.  If  the  officer  is 
acting  as  an  officer  relative  to  the 
situation,  the  laws  are  the  same  as  if 
he  was  on  duty,  while  if  he  is  acting  as 
a  private  person  the  situation  is  en¬ 
tirely  different. 

Wliile  the  majority  of  off-duty  offic¬ 
ers  are  not  required  to  carry 
weapons,  Nielsen  said  he  recom¬ 
mends  they  carry  one.  “We  allow  indi¬ 
vidualism  as  to  the  type  of  gun  they 
carry.  The  size  of  the  guns  range  from 
a  .45-caliber  to  . 32-caliber  pistol.  A 
.44-caliber  is  not  allowed.” 

The  only  off-duty  officers  required 
to  carry  weapons  are  those  autho¬ 
rized  to  use  a  police  car  while  off  duty. 
In  addition  to  being  armed,  officers 
who  use  police  cars  when  off-duty  are 
also  required  to  carry  their  identifica¬ 
tion  and  have  the  radio  on  the  proper 
frequency. 

Intervention  in  criminal  situations 
depends  on  several  factors,  he  said. 
“If  the  officer  can  get  help,  or  if  the. 
criminal  is  armed  are  two  factors  to  be 
considered.”  Other  factors  to  be  cons¬ 
idered  include  what  jurisdiction  the 
officer  is  in  and  the  experience  of  the 
officer. 

“The  whole  issue  is  so  difficult  that 
we  have  to  rely  on  the  officer’s  judg¬ 
ment.  The  only  absolute  on  this  issue 
Would  be  to  never  be  involved.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President 
Reagan  declared  Tuesday  he  is  “not 
scared”  to  tackle  Social  Security’s 
financial  problems,  but  he’s  still  leav¬ 
ing  it  to  a  national  commission  to  pave 
the  way.  With  that,  a  key  Republican 
member  of  the  panel  demanded  “some 
leadership  from  the  White  House”  be¬ 
fore  the  retirement  system  plunges 
over  the  brink.

Some  of  the  stiffest  criticism  of 
Reagan’s  reluctance  came  from  fellow 
Republicans.

“We  Republicans,”  Heinz  told  a

Heinz  referred  to  the  firestorm  of 
criticism  endured  by  Republicans 
when  the  administration  proposed 
sharp  curtailments  in  future  Social 
Security  benefits.  Reagan’s  retreat 
included  the  creation  of  the  bipartisan 
commission  to  study  the  issue. 

No  place 

Reagan,  visiting  the  White  House 
press  briefing  room  last  Friday,  told 
reporters:  “It  doesn’t  seem  to  me  this 
is  the  place  for  us  to  be  interfering. 
We’re  waiting  for  the  commission  to 
come  back  and  tell  us:  could  they 
agree  on  a  plan,  if  so  what,  or  do  they 
have  alternatives.  Then  we  will  con¬ 
sider  those.” 

But  another  Republican  senator  on 
the  commission,  Robert  Dole  of  Kan¬ 
sas,  said  Sunday  that  the  White 
House  has  “been  frightened  to  death 
by  Social  Security.” 

Terrorized 

Reagan  countered  Tuesday, 
saying,  “Our  previous  experience  had 
been  that  all  we  could  succeed  in 
doing  was  making  it  a  political  football 
and  terrorizing  the  senior  citizens.”

Kuwait  bans  Christmas 

KUWAIT  —  Kuwait  has  banned  Christmas 
Celebrations. 

The  government  of  the  Persian  Gulf  sheikdom 
announced  Monday  that  “all  manifestations  of 


Christmas  and  the  New  Year  in  hotels,  public 
places,  clubs  and  others”  were  prohibited. 

It  said  the  police  would  “carry  out  the  neces¬ 
sary  measures  to  enforce  the  ban.” 

The  ban  is  the  result  of  criticism  by  Moslem 
preachers  of  “Western  decadence”  which  they 
said  was  manifest  in  Christmas  and  New  Year 
parties.  These  have  been  increasing  in  recent 
years  in  Saudi  Arabia  and  the  gulf  sheikdoms 
because  their  oil  wealth  has  brought  an  influx  of 
foreign  workers. 

The  United  Arab  Emirates,  at  the  southern 
end  of  the  gulf,  sought  last  week  to  discourage 
holiday  parties  by  prohibiting  hotels  from  '

U.S.  Marines  train  Lebanese , 
air  assault  battalion  formed 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  —  Lebanese 
soldiers  being  trained  by  U.S.  Marines 
will  form  a  new  helicopter  assault  batta¬ 
lion  as  part  of  Lebanon’s  effort  to  make  its 
regular  army  strong  enough  to  halt  secta¬ 
rian  bloodshed,  the  unit’s  commander  said 
Tuesday. 

Nearly  100  specially  selected  soldiers 
are  being  taught  combat  and  assault  tac¬ 
tics  by  a  company  of  220  Marines,  who  are 
part  of  the  multinational  peacekeeping 
force  in  Lebanon. 

Marine  spokesman  Capt.  Dale  Dye  of 
McAllen,  Texas,  told  reporters  the  project, 
was  a  “cross-training  exercise”  and  that 
the  Marines  were  not  acting  as  special 
advisers.  He  said  they  had  no  plans  at 
present  to  continue  the  lessons  beyond  the 


first  21 -day  course. 

However,  Maj.  Abdullah  Daher,  the 
Lebanese  unit  commander,  told  The 
Associated  Press  in  an  interview  that  at 
the  end  of  the  21-day  session  the  men  will 
form  the  core  of  a  revived  special  air 
assault  commando  battalion,  and  the 
Marines  will  be  asked  to  take  more  sol¬ 
diers  through  the  course. 

“These  men  will  be  the  first  company  of 
the  battalion,”  Daher  said.  “We  will  select 
the  best  as  instructors,  and  begin  discus¬ 
sion  with  the  Marines  on  starting  another 
course,” 

The  Lebanese  soldiers  have  been 
selected  from  the  top  graduates  of  the 
army’s  basic  training,  then  given  addition¬

Contract  killer  found  guilty 


SAN  ANTONIO, 
Texas  (AP)  —  A  jury 
found  contract  killer 
Charles  V.  Harrelson 
guilty  Tuesday  of  gun¬ 
ping  down  federal  judge 
John  H.  Wood  Jr.  to  col¬ 
lect  a  $250,000  fee  from 
a  drug  dealer.  The  wives 
of  the  hitman  and  the 
drug  dealer  were  con¬ 
victed  on  lesser  charges. 

The  verdicts  capped 
one  of  the  most  intense 
investigations  in  the 
annals  of  the  FBI,  which 


started  when  Wood  was 
slain  outside  his  town- 
house  on  May  29,  1979, 
He  is  the  only  federal 
judge  murdered  in  this 
century. 

‘‘This  is  just  a  neces¬ 
sary  step  in  the  progres¬ 
sion  of  things,”  the  44- 
year-old  Harrelson  said 
to  reporters  as  he  was 
led  away. 

Harrelson,  already 
serving  a  40-year  state 
prison  sentence  on 
weapons  and  other 


charges,  faces  a  manda¬ 
tory  life  sentence  for 
this  conviction. 

Years  earlier,  Harrel¬ 
son,  who  had  been  pre¬ 
viously  convicted  as  a 
hitman,  allegedly  brag¬ 
ged,  “I’ve  never  killed  a 
person  who  was  unde¬ 
serving  of  it.” 


Bahrain  earthquake  kills  thousands 


MANAMA,  Bahrain  (AP)  —  Rescuers  searched 
devastated  villages  in  the  rugged  countryside  of 
North  Yemen  on  Tuesday  for  trapped  survivors  of 
an  earthquake  that  killed  more  than  a  thousand 
people. 

At  least  1,082  people  have  been  confirmed  killed 
since  shortly  after  noon  Monday;  when  the  worst 
quake  in  16  centuries  rolled  across  the  small,  moun- 
’  tainous  nation  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  Ara¬ 
bian  peninsula. 

•1,104  hospitalized 

Yemen  Prime  Minister  Abdul-Karim  Iriani.  said 1 
1,104  people  had  been  hospitalized. 

Eleven  villages  were  leveled  and  142  were  badly 
damaged,  according  to-  first  reports.  Most  dwell¬ 
ings  are  built  of  sun-baked  brick  and  many  crum¬ 
bled  during  the  40-second  quake  and  three  severe 
aftershocks.  Two  hundred  fifty  children  died  when 
their  schoolhouse  collapsed  on  them,  according  to  a 
state  radio  report  monitored  in  Bahrain.

Sanaa,  the  capital,  is  a  repu¬ 
ted  stronghold  of  anti-government  guerrillas  of  the 
pro-communist  National  Democratic  Front,  which 
has  been  skirmishing  with  government  forces  for 
two  years. 


North  Yemen  —  the  Yemen  Arab  Republic-^- is 
pro-Western.  Neighboring  South  Yemen  —  the 
People’s  Democratic  of  Yemen  —  has  close  ties  to 
the  Soviet  Union  and  has  assisted  the  guerrillas  in 
the  north.. 

In  a  speech  broadcast  by  Sanaa  Radio,  President 
Ali  Abdullah  Saleh  indicated  there  was  a  break¬ 
down  of  law  and  order  in  some  affected  areas  and 
some  looting.

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Aggies  triumph 
in  Cougar  loss

BYU  Head  Coach  Frank  Arnold 
was  singing  the  blues  after  his  Cougar 
hoopsters  lost  to  Utah  State  80-68 
Tuesday  night  in  Logan,  Utah. 

“I  think  the  bottom  line  is  that 
we’re  not  a  very  good  basketball 
team,”  summed  up  Arnold  after¬ 
wards. 

“If  I  give  up  on  these  kids  and  get 
down  on  them,  we  could  have  the 
same  season  (4-23)  that  Utah  State 
had  last  year,”  he  added,  saying  that 
much  frustration  has  centered  around 
the  search  for  a  starting  team  that 
will  provide  consistent  play  and  work 
well  together  as  a  team. 

Yet  Arnold  expressed  disappoint¬ 
ment  in  the  play  of  the  starting  five  as 
a  whole  against  the  Aggies.  “They  ha¬ 
ven’t  played  well  together,”  he  said. 

And  while  the  Cougar^,  who  shot  a 
measly  38  percent  from  the  field 
against  USU,  weren’t  living  up  to  ex¬ 
pectations,  it  seemed  the  Aggies 
couldn’t  do  anything  wrong,  connect¬ 
ing  on  53  percent  of  their  field  goal 
attempts.  In  fact,  USU  was  pumping 
in  two-pointers  at  a  percentage  high¬ 
er  than  60  percent  during  the  decisive 
second  half. 

“There’s  a  perfect  example  of  a 
team  playing  as  a  team,”  said  Arnold 
of  Utah  State,  now  with  a  6-1  record. 


But  Arnold  said  he  was  encouraged 
with  the  play  of  the  “blue  squad,”  the 
five-man  platoon  system  which  he  has 
employed  since  the  Cougar  Classic. 
“They  play  with  the  flare  and  enthu¬ 
siasm  like  the  BYU  teams  we  are 
used  to  seeing,”  he  said. 

It  was  “the  blues”  that  helped  to 
keep  the  Cougars  in  the  ballgame  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  half.  BYU  tied  the  score 
at  31-31  with  a  minute  remaining,  but 
it  was  the  only  serious  BYU  com¬ 
eback  charge  of  the-evening,  with  the 
Cougars  later  trailing  USU  by  two 
points  at  halftime. 

BYU’s  hopes  for  a  second  win  were 
quickly  dashed  as  the  second  half  was 
underway.  The  Aggies  were  able  to 
lengthen  their  lead  to  over  20  points 
during  the  final  20  minutes,  giving 
BYU  its  sixth  loss  this  season. 

Devin  Durrrant  led  BYU’s  scoring 
attack  with  23  points,  followed  by 
Brent  Applegate’s  10  points.  Apple- 
gate,  however,  was  scoreless  during 
the  first  half  and  only  added  his  points 
after  the  Aggies  had  established  its 
unsurmountable  margin  in  the  second 
half. 

BYU’s  Greg  Kite  and  Gary  Furniss 
were  shackled  with  early  fouls,  with 
most  being  called  on  offensive  re¬ 
bounding  attempts.  Kite  managed 
only  three  points  and  one  rebound 
while  Furniss  was  held  to  one  point. 


Buckeyes  won't  profit 
from  Holiday  Bowl 


SAN  DIEGO  (AP)  —  For  the  first 
■  time  in  its  17  postseason  appearances, 
Ohio  State  may  not  make  any  money 
by  playing  a  bowl  game. 

The  Big  Ten  Conference  runner-up 
faces  Brigham  Young,  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  champion,  in  San 
Diego’s  Jack  Murphy  Stadium  Friday 
night  for  the  Holiday  Bowl. 

But  finances  are  not  the  bottom  line 
for  Ohio  State,  its  athletic  officials 
contend. 

“We  came  because  of  the  exposure 
for  our  program  and  the  recruiting 
benefits  it  provides,”  said  Jimmy 
Jones,  an  associate  athletic  director. 

“It’s  an  ideal  bowl  for  our  kids,” 
Jones  said  Monday.  “If  they  can’t  go 
to  the  Rose  Bowl,  they  can  enjoy  this 
Southern  California  weather. 

“And  we  have  14,000  alumni  within 
two  hours’  driving  time  of  San  Diego. 
They  will  have  a  chance  to  see  us 
play,”  he  said. 

Still,  the  bowl  trips  —  16  previous 
ones  —  always  have  been  money¬ 
making  ventures  for  Ohio  State.  This 
one  may  not. 

Doug  Clay,  the  school’s  athletic 
business  manager,  figures  Ohio 
State’s  expenses  for  one  week  on  the 
West  Coast  could  reach  $400,000. 

“I’ve  heard  each  team’s  share  from 
the  Holiday  Bowl  could  be  as  low  as 
$400,00  or  as  high  as  $425,000,”  he 
said. 


The  lowest  profit  margin  for  Ohio 
State  came  after  its  Liberty  Bowl  vic¬ 
tory  over  Navy  last  December.  The 
Buckeyes’  share  from  that  bowl  was 
$310,000,  compared  to  the  team’s  ex¬ 
penses  of  $286,000.  That  left  a  profit 
of  $24,000  split  among  the  league’s  10 
members. 

Clay  estimates  the  team’s  char¬ 
tered  airliner  will  cost  $86,400,  its 
seven-day  hotel  stay  $33,500,  the  225- 
member  band  $130,000,  ground 
transportation  $6,000,  the  official 
.school  party,  headed  by  President 
Edward  Jennings,  $17,000,  bowl  tick¬ 
ets  for  300  $4,500  and  equipment 
transportation  $3,000. 

That  adds  up  to  an  estimated  total 
tab  of  $315,120. 

“The  items  we  don’t  know  about  are 
incidentals  and  meal  variance,”  Clay 
said. 

“When  you’re  talking  about  225 
people  (in  the  team’s  traveling  party), 
you  can  eat  up  $85,000  real  quick,”  he 
said. 

Meanwhile,  Coach  Earle  Bruce  will 
have  an  extra  duty  after  the  Holiday 
Bowl.  He  must  find  a  replacement  for 
Fred  Zechman,  the  team’s  quarter¬ 
back  and  wide  receiver  coach. 

Zechman,  37,  who’s  coached  at 
Ohio  State  for  the  last  four  years,  was 
announced  yesterday  as  the  new  head 
coach  at  New  Mexico  State  Uni¬ 
versity. 


Cavaliers  still  No.  1

After  strong  performances  over 
the  weekend,  the  Virginia  Cavaliers 
and  Kentucky  Wildcats  continue  to 
hold  their  ground  as  the  nation’s 
No.  1  and  No.  2  teams  in  The  Associ¬ 
ated  Press  college  basketball  poll. 

The  Cavaliers  held  onto  the  No.  1 
spot  for  the  third  straight  week  after 
a  68-63  victory  over  Georgetown  on 
Saturday  night,  pulling  down  56  of 
the  61  first-place  votes  from  a  panel  of 
the  nation’s  sportswriters  and  sport- 
scasters. 

The  Cavaliers,  6-0,  rolled  up  1,215 
points  overall  to  1,124  for  Kentucky. 
The  runner-up  Wildcats,  5-0,  re¬ 
ceived  the  remaining  five  first-place 
ballots  after  an  impressive  76-57 
triumph  over  Illinois. 

Two  teams  appeared  in  the  Top 
Twenty  for  the  first  time  this  season: 
Syracuse,  6-0,  profited  from  a  92-87 
victory  over  Houston  on  Saturday. 
West  Virginia,  5-0,  moved  into  the 
elite  group  after  beating  Ohio  State 


69-67  in  double  overtime. 

Georgetown,  6-1,  last  week’s  No.  3 
team,  slipped  into  a  tie  for  fifth  place 
with  Indiana,  6-0,  with  896  points. 
The  Hoosiers,  6-0,  moved  up  one  spot 
after  beating  Wyoming  78-65. 

This  week’s  No.  3  team,  Memphis 
State,  6-0,  polled  986  points  after  a 
80-62  victory  over  East  Tennesstee 
State  over  the  weekend.  The  Tigers 
were  No.  4  last  week. 

UCLA,  4-0,  moved  up  a  spot  with 
950  points  after  beating  San  Jose 
State  94-71. 

Iowa,  6-0,  remained  in  the  No.  7 
spot  and  Missouri,  6-0,  stayed  No.  8, 
after  victories  on  Saturday.  St. 
John’s,  7-0,  moved  up  three  places  to 
No.  9,  and  Alabama,  4-0,  filled  out 
the  Top  Ten.

The  BYU  hockey  team,  promoting 
a  “new-look”  image  this  season,  fields 
an  extremely  young  team,  with  10  of 
the  17  team  members  playing  in  their 
freshman  year  of  eligibility. 

Among  the  newcomers,  Lenny 
Meyer  and  Marty  Irvine  have  been 
exciting  sparks  in  the  Icecats’  offen¬ 
sive  attack. 

The  1982-83  BYU  hockey  season  is 
not  the  first  time  Meyer  and  Irvine 
have  teamed  together.  The  two 
anchored  the  scoring  attack  last  year  ’ 
of  the  Cowichan  Valley  Capitals,  a 
British  Columbia  junior  II  hockey 
team. 

Meyer  was  second-best  scorer  in 
the  junior  II  league,  registering  148 
points  during  the  40-game  season. 
Irvine  was  the  squad’s  No.  2  scorer, 
chalking  up  108  points. 

Yet,  the  first  time  Meyer  and 
Irvine  met,  it  was  on  opposite  sides  of 
the  ice  during  a  league  contest  over 
seven  year  ago.  The  two  squared  off 
in  front  of  each  other  for  the  opening 
faceoff. 

“I  knew  of  Marty’s  reputation,” 
Meyer  recalled.  “My  coach  had  told 
.  me  to  keep  an  eye  on  Marty.” 

But,  on  the  opening  faceoff,  the  two 
glanced  up  at  each  other  and  broke 
out  in  laughter,  knowing  that  each 
had  been  briefed  and  cautioned  about 
1  the  other. 

Both  Irvine  and  Meyer  agree  now 
that,  at  that  one  moment,  they  knew 
they  would  be  seeing  a  lot  of  each 
other. 

And  they  have.  After  competing 
against  each  other  for  five  years  in 
different  youth  hockey  leagues  in 
Canada,  Meyer  and  Irvine  have  com¬ 
bined  talents  for  the  third  season  this 
year; 


The  6-foot,  190-pound  Meyer  has 
scored  13  goals  and  added  six  assists 
so  far  this  season,  while  the  5-foot-9, 
172-pound  Irvine  has  dumped  in  10 
goals  and  slapped  eight  assist  passes. 

“Lenny’s  always  a  main  threat,” 
described  Irvine  of  his  teammate  and 
roommate.  “He’s  a  bigger,  physical 
player  who’s  always  a  threat  with  the 
puck.” 

And  Meyer  is  just  as  big  on  Irvine: 
“He’s  a  very  talented  hockey  player. 
He  always  gives  100  percent  and  is 
very  effective  around  the  net.  He/s 
simply  the  best  player  I’ve  played 
with.” 

What  is  it  like  for  two  top  Canadian 
hockey  players  to  come  to  Provo, 
Utah,  where  hockey  is  not  the  house¬ 
hold  word  that  it  is  north  of  the 
border? 

“I  thought  it  would  be  tougher 
down  here,”  Irvine  said,  adding  later 
that  collegiate  hockey  is  a  bit  diffe¬ 
rent  than  the  Canadian  junior-league 
competition,  which  emphasizes  more 
hitting  but  lacks  the  wide-open  skat¬ 
ing  of  the  collegiate  game. 

Both  acknowledge  that  the  re¬ 
latively  small  crowds  that  attend  the 
BYU  matches  in  Salt  Lake  City  is 
quite  a  change  from  the  huge,  follow¬ 
ing  that  Canadian  hockey  enjoys. 
Looking  over  the  next  few  years, 
Irvine  said,  “We  want  to  make  it  ex¬

'Patches  of  Oz ’  composer 


Y  student  enjoys  song  writing

•  With  today’s  music  trends  chang¬ 
ing  constantly,  one  musician  at  BYU 
keeps  the  music  he  writes  consistent 
with  his  standards  and  values. 

Jeff  Herrera,  a  senior  from  Las 
Vegas  majoring  in  music  studio  com¬ 
position  and  production,  started  writ¬ 
ing  his  own  music  before  he  left  to 
serve  a  mission  for  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
“While  I  was  on  my  mission,  I  felt 
strong  about  writing  songs,”  he  says. 

Communication 

“The  most  important  thing  in  my 
life  is  the  gospel  and  the  desire  and 
ability  I  have  to  communicate  it  in 
many  ways,”  he  said.  One  of  these 
ways  is  through  his  music,  Herrera 


The  composer  is  currently  in  the 
process  of  recording  a  new  album, 
which  is  scheduled  to  be  released 
sometime  this  spring,  he  said.  The 
album,  “Born  to  Win,”  is  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  the  songs  that  teach  gospel 
principles.  Herrera  said  he  wrote 
most  of  the  songs  while  he  was  on  his 
mission. 

The  production  of  the  albumn  is  not 
the  musician’s  first  “breakthrough” 
into  the  music  business.  Herrera 
wrote  all'  the  music  for  the  musical 
“Patches  of  Oz,”  which  recently  play¬ 
ed  at  BYU.  Herrera  also  played  the 
character  of  the  fun-loving  Woozy. 

'Patches  of  Oz' 

“Patches  of  Oz”  was  the  musical  re¬ 
cently  selected  to  represent  BYU  on  a 
tour  of  Austria  and  Yugoslavia,  said 
Dr.  Harold  Oaks,  a  professor  of  thea¬ 
ter  and  cinematic  arts.  Considering 
Herrera  wrote  the  music  for  the  play, 
it  is  quite  an  honor  for  the  24-year-old 
musician. 

Herrera  said  he  writes  all  types  of 
music,  although  an  earthy  rock  ’n’ 
roll,  such  as  Dan  Foggleberg’s  style, 


musical  theater  and  plans  to  obtain  a 
bachelor  of  fine  arts  degree  in  it. 
Musical  Theater  is  a  performing 
group  that  combines  art,  music, 
dance  and  acting,  he  said.  “With  all  of 
these  arts  combined,  it  communicates 
the  overall  message.” 

Recording  studio 
“It’s  hard  being  a  musician  and  al¬ 
ways  trying  to  get  your  songs  re¬ 
corded,”  he  said.  Herrera  solved  this 
problem  by  becoming  partners  with  a 
friend  and  buying  a  recording  studio. 

He  plans  to  use  the  recording  stu¬ 
dio  to  produce  his  new  album,  he  said. 
“It  makes  things  so  much  easier  if  you 
don’t  have  to  worry  about  finding  a 
place  to  record  your  music.” 

He  said  he  has  already  written  two 
musicals,  “Why  Give  Up  a  Good  Life 
For  an  Old  Player  Piano,”  and  “Guer¬ 
rilla  Sings  the  Blues,”  which  he  hopes 
to  have  produced. 

Spiritual  experiences 
Herrera  said  he  gets  inspired  to 
write  from  the  things  people  say,  soci¬ 
ety  in  general,  and  mostly  spiritual 
experiences  he  has  had.  “I  want  my 
songs  to  have  an  effect  on  people.  I 
want  them  to  express  the  way  people 
think  and  feel.” 

He  also  said  he  believes  Satan  uses 
the  media  more  than  the  Lord  does, 
especially  when  it  comes  to  music. 
“Musicians  can  get  lost  in  the  world  of 
music  and  lose  their  values,”  he  com¬ 
mented.

Author  to  revise  'The  Guesthouse' 


after  Y  production  for  feature  film

“The  Guesthouse,”  an  original  play  that  pre- 
mipreid  as  agraduate  production  last  week,  is  being 
ieviseef  for  .presentation  as  a  television  play  or  a 
feature-length  film,  according  to  Leonard  Lamens- 
dorf,  author  of  the  work. 

Lamensdorf,  a  writer  from  Santa  Ynez,  Calif., 
flew  to  Provo  to  see  the  play  performed  at  BYU. 
“We’ve  learned  a  lot  from  this  production,”  he  said. 
“A  play  is  a  living  thing.  It  has  a  life  of  its  own.  It 
isn’t  really  a  play  until  it’s  on  stage.” 

“The  Guesthouse”  is  loosely  based  on  a  non¬ 
fiction  book  by  Courftess  Kalnoky,  Lamensdorf 
said.  In  1946,  Kalnoky  was  assigned  by  the  United 
States  Army  to  run  a  guesthouse  for  people  testify¬ 
ing  at  the  Nuremburg  trials.  Some  of  the  people 
were  important  and  influential,  he  said.  Some  of 
them  later  became  defendants  at  the  trial  them- 
'  selves. . 

Using  some  of  the  real  characters  and  adding 
some  fictional  ones,  Lamensdorf  created  some 
dramatic  chemistry,  he  said.  “Each  person  had  a 
justification  for  his  actions.  My  idea  was  to  create 
new  situations  and  see  how  they  would  react.” 

The  BYU  production  of  “The  Guesthouse”  was 
directed  by  Tim  Stettler,  a  graduate  student  in 
theater  and  Cinematic  arts.  Stettler  learned  about 
the  play  while  he  was  working  at  the  American 
Conservatory  Theater  in  San  Francisco,  Lamens¬ 
dorf  said. 

When  Stettler  returned  to  BYU,  he  contacted 
Lamensdorf  about  producing  “The  Guesthouse.” 
“Tim  has  worked  on  the  play  largely  without  help,” 
Lamensdorf  said,  “but  he  seems  to  have  had  a  great 
understanding  of  what  we  were  trying  to  say.” 

Lamensdorf  arrived  in  Provo  in  time  for  the 
dress  rehearsal  and  attended  each  performance,  he 
said.  A  special  performance  was  scheduled  to 
videotape  the  play. 

“We’ll  use  the  tape  to  work  from,”  he  said.  “We 
plan  to  proceed  with  the  play  on  multiple  levels.” 

Lamensdorf  plans  to  improve  the  work  as  a  play 
first,  he  said.  The  play  will  be  produced  in  Los 
Angeles  sometime  in  1983. 

Other  plans  are  to  adapt  the  work  as  a  play  to  be 
taped  for  television  and  to  work  on  a  screenplay  for 
a  feature  film,  Lamensdorf  said.  Accompanying 
him  on  the  trip  was  Martin  Fink,  a  film  and  televi¬ 


sion  producer. 

Seeing  the  play  performed  was  a  rewarding  and 
enriching  experience,  Lamensdorf  said.  “The  play 
has  richness  and  meaning  that  I  didn’t  realize  it 
had,”  he  said.  “There  are  subliminals  there  that  I 
didn’t  seel” 

The  experience  was  also  educational,  he  said.  Dr. 
Charles  Metten,  a  professor  of  theater  and  cinema¬ 
tic  arts,  helped  by  pointing  out  some  aspects  of  the 
play  to  Stettler  that  needed  some  extra  work.

“In  1964,  he  bought  a  very  small  winery  and 
began  tinkering  with  it.  He  built  it  up  to  the  fifth 
largest  bulk-producing  winery  in  the  country.  As 
that  built,  his  interest  in  the  Chipmunks  waned.” 
His  last  Chipmunks  album  came  out  in  1968. 

When  his  father  died  of  a  heart  attack  at  51  in 
1972,  Bagdasarian  was  graduating  from  college. 

“I  wanted  to  have  a  way  of  feeling  closer  to  my 
dad,”  he  says.  I  went  up  to  his  office  and  found 
albums  he’d  done  with  the  Chipmunks  and  ‘The 
Alvin  Show,’  a  half-hour  animated  TV  production. 
All  of  a  sudden,  I  began  to  see  how  entertaining 
these  characters  were.  I  fell  in  love  with  the  Chip¬ 
munks  for  the  first  time.” 

Bagdasarian  met  Miss  Karman  in  1978  when  she 
spoke  to  a  friend  at  his  table  in  a  restaurant.  He 
played  the  Chipmunk  records  and  TV  shows  for 
her.  They  agreed  the  Chipmunks  should  sing  again, 
but  record  companies  thought  the  Chipmunks  were 
ancient  history. 

Then  a  disc  jocky  in  Philadelphia  played  a  Blon- 
die  record,  “Call  Me,”  at  the  wrong  speed  and 
announced,  as  a  joke,  that  it  was  from  a  new  album 
“Chipmunk  Punk.” 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  dove  of  peace,  a 
cavalcade  of  teddy  bears  and  many  nostalgic 
themes  are  among  the  most  popular  designs  in  this 
year’s  Christmas  greeting  cards. 

These  are  among  the  findings  of  the  National 
Association  of  Greeting  Card  Publishers,  which 
makes  an  annual  check  of  its  members  on  trends  in 
Christmas  greetings. 

“Greeting  cards  reflect  the  finer  and  more  gra¬ 
cious  elements  of  our  culture  and  life  style,”  said 
Gary  K.  Smith,  executive  vice  president  of  the 
publishers’  association. 

“This  Christmas  we  are  seeing  a  strengthened 
desire  to  communicate- with  loved  ones.  After  a 
troubled  year  of  economic  and  political  strife,  I 
believe  that  many  people  sense  a  deep  need  to 
exchange  messages  of  hope,  love  and  thoughtful¬ 
ness.  An  example  of  this  is  the  popularity  of  the 
dove  of  peace  as  a  dominant  design  theme.” 

Budget-conscious 

Margery  Forer,  a  New  York  publisher  and  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  publishers’  association,  believes  budget¬ 
conscious  consumers  will  cut  back  on  expensive 
gift-giving  in  this  year  of  recession  and  will  make  a 
gift  of  the  Christmas  card  itself. 

Noting  a  return  to  many  traditional  designs, 
Forer  sees  the  teddy  bear  themes  as  a  combination 
of  nostalgia  and  popular  culture. 

“For  generations,  children  have  been  charmed 
by  books  about  bears,”  said  Forer.  “First,  A. A. 
Milne’s  ,‘Pooh  Bear.’  Then,  the  Paddington  Bear. 
More  recently  have  come  the  popular  ‘The  Teddy 
Bear  Catalog^  and  four  other  teddy  bear  books. 

“A  teddy  bear  named  Sebastian  drew  as  much 
attention  as  the  actors  in  the  popular  television 
series  ‘Brideshead  Revisited’  series.  All  these  fac¬ 
tors  bring  teddy  bears  to  greeting  cards.” 

Teddy  bears 

On  this  year’s  Christmas  cards,  teddy  bears  hang 
from  evergreen  trees,  sleigh  and  ski  down  slopes, 
ride  a  train  across  a  snowy  landscape  and  march  in  a 
parade  with  a  banner  that  proclaims  season’s  greet¬ 
ings. 

One  publisher  is  distributing  greeting  cards  for 
pet  owners  to  give  their  cats  and  dogs.  Each  card  is 
boxed  with  a  tin  cookie  cutter,  one  in  the  shape  of  a 
mouse  and  the  other  in  the  shape  of  a  dog  bone. 

Included  with  the  cards  are  recipes  for  tuna  and 
meat  dishes.  The  publisher  suggests  that  the  card- 
giver  use  the  appropriate  cookie  cutter  for  serving 
holiday  morsels  to  the  family  pets. 

Nostalgic  greetings  include  adaptations  from  the 
children’s  poem,  “The  Night  Before  Christmas,” 
published  in  1870;  engravings  from  the  Dickensian 
Era  in  England;  and  drawings  by  Thomas  Nast,  the 
turn-of-the-century  cartoonist  who  did  the  first 
renderings  of  Santa  Claus  in  this  country. 

Religious  and  ethnic  greeting  cards  continue  in 
popularity.  Many  religious  cards  are  closely  related 
to  this  year’s  peace  themes.  Some  make  use  of

Mini-Y  goes  to  Fort  Duchesne 


Dr.  Douglas  G.  Garbe  of  the  Multicultural  Education  Department 
explains  the  new  traveling  education  program  now  available  for 
Indian  students  in  Fort  Duchesne,  Utah.  BYU  teachers  travel  six 
hours  round  trip  once  a  week  to  offer  teacher's  training  and  general 
education  courses  to  members  of  the  Ute  Indian  Tribe.

The  Multicultural  Education  De¬ 
partment  is  housed  in  the  Brimhall 
Building,  but  its  effects  are  experi¬ 
enced  as  far  away  as  Fort  Duchesne, 
Utah. 

Fort  Duchesne  is  part  of  the  Ute 
Indian  Tribe  Reservation.  Within  the 
walls  of  a  former  hospital  at  the  re¬ 
servation  is  a  mini-BYU. 

This  mini-BYU  is  designed  to  give 
Indian  students  a  head  start  in 
teacher’s  training  and  general  educa¬ 
tion  courses,  said  Dr.  Con  Osborne, 
chairman  of  the  Multicultural  Educa¬ 
tion  Department  and  campus  director 
of  the  project. 

Important  undertaking 

“It  was  one  of  the  most  important 
undertakings  of  the  Ute  Tribe,”  said 
Forrest  Cuch,  education  director  of 
the  Ute  Tribe.  “We  never  knew  how 
effective  the  program  would  be  until 
now. 

“It  has  helped  us  keep  a  check  on 
the  racial  discrimination  found  here  at 
the, local  schools,”  he  said.  “With  Indi¬ 
an  teachers  in  the  elementary 
schools,  we  have  found  that  our  chil¬ 
dren  have  a  better  feeling  about 
themselves.” 

Cuch  said  many  Indian  children 
come  from  broken  homes,  and  if  they 
have  a  teacher  who  does  not  under¬ 
stand  their  culture  or  show  them  love, 
it  destroys  the  will  to  live. 

“It  is  important  to  build  self-esteem 
in  our  people,”  he  said.  “This  program 
has  done  that  to  our  own  students 


who  are  in  it  now.”  . 

Similar  program 

The  program  was  started  nine 
years  ago  by  Cuch  and  Ron  Egan,  an 
educator  in  the  Duchesne  area,  after 
they  read  about  a  similar  program  in 
San  Juan  County.  Since  then  the 
program  has  been  supported  by 
BYU. 

“The  help  we  receive  from  BYU  is 
tremendous,”  he  said.  “Con  Osborne 
has  stood  behind  us  when  there  was 
no  other  support  from  anyone. 

“He  has  taken  great  risk  to  help 
us,”  he  added.  “If  there  were  more 
men  like  Con  Osborne,  the  world 
would  be  a  better  place  to  live.” 

Plans  for  the  program  include  ex¬ 
panding  the  training  to  secondary 
education  teachers.  “We  are  getting 
closer  to  a  Ute  High  school,”  Cuch 
said. 

Many  teachers  from  BYU  travel 
the  three  hours  to  Fort  Duchesne, 
teach  for  three  hours  and  then  travel 
the  three  hours  back  from  Fort 
Duchesne  once  a  week. 

“They  are  fantastic,”  stated  Bonnie 
Fausett,  director  of  the  training  prog¬ 
ram.  “They  come  rain  or  shine.  Some 
have  come  even  when  the  roads  are 
closed.” 

Fausett  went  on  to1  explain  why 
teachers  come  from  BYU  to  Fort 
Duchesne. 

“Many  of  our  students  are  mothers, 
and  going  away  to  a  university  would 
be  a  great  burden,”  she  said.  “Here 
they  can  go  to  school  and  be  close  to 
their  families.  ” 


English  prof  to  lead  Christian  center

the  appointment,  which  will  be  effective  July  1, 
1983. 

But  Arnold,  founding  director  of  the.center,  will 
return  to  teaching  and  research  on  Jan.  1.  Dr. 
Steven  C.'  Walker,  an  associate  professor  of  En¬ 
glish,  will  serve  as  acting  director  of  the  center 
while  Fox  directs  BYU’s  London  Semester  Abroad 
program  from  January  through  June  of  1983. 

Black  student 
Florida  license 

Tallahasse,  Fla.  (AP)  —  Nearly  two-thirds  of 
Florida’s  prospective  black  teachers  flunked  the 
state  licensing  test  given  in  October,  officials  said 
Monday. 

Only  83  out  of  222  black  applicants  —  about  37 
percent  —  passed  all  four  sections  of  the  test,  said 
Louise  Beauchamp  of  the  state’s  Department  of 
Education. 

The  overall  passing  rate  was  84  percent.  The 
exam,  given  Oct.  9,  covers  math,  reading,  writing 
and  professional  education. 

Would-be  teachers  must  pass  the  four-part  exam 
to  qualify  for  permanent  licenses.  The  test  was 
introduced  in  1980  as  part  of  Florida’s  reforms  to 


Arnold ,  who  has  achieved  national  prominence  as 
a  scholar  on  the  works  of  Willa  Cather,  became 
director  of  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  Christian 
Values  when  it  was  created  in  1980  with  a  $25,000 
grant  from  the  Marguerite  Eyer  Wilbur  Founda¬ 
tion  of  Santa  Barbara,  Calif.

Arnold  said  it  permits  BYU  to  conduct  “fresh 
research,'  instruction  and' publication  in  a  vast  body 
of  literature  that  is  rich  in  religious  values  but 
virtually  untouched  as  yet  by  serious  scholarship.”

Some  education  leaders  have  complained  that  the 
teacher  certification  test  is  too  easy. 

“The  level  of  the;  test  is  eighth  grade,”  Says 
Donald  Magruder  of  the  Florida  Boards  Associa¬ 
tion,  who  calls  the  exam  a  joke.  Florida’s  Education 
Standards  Commission  has  recommended  upgrad¬ 
ing  the  teacher  test,  despite  protests  from  bladk 
educators. 

Walter  Mercer,  representing  a  group  called  Con¬ 
cerned  Black  Educators  in  Higher  Education  in 
Florida,  has  described  the  test  as  “an  academic 
electric  chair”  that  could  make  black  teachers  an 
“endangered  species.” 


Dr.  Richard  H.  Cracroft,  dean  of  the  College  of 
Humanities,  said  he  is  delighted  with  Fox’s 
appointment. 

“Dr.  Marilyn  Arnold  has  given  the  center  the 
kind  of  beginnings  and  impetus  for  which  we  had 
hoped,”  he  said.  It  has  “raised  a  high  standard  to 
which  many  writers  believing  in  the  Judeo- 
Christian  world  are  looking  for  continued  lead¬ 
ership.” 

Background 

“I  am  grateful  for  what  Dr.  Fox,  with  his  out¬ 
standing  background  as  an  administrator,  educator 
and  scholar,  brings  to  this  position,”  Cracroft  said. 

Prior  to  joining  the  BYU  faculty  in  1980,  Fox 
served  as  a  vice  president  and  dean  at  BYU-Hawaii 
from  1975  to  1980. 

He  received  his  bachelor’s  and  master’s  degrees 
from  BYU  and  completed  his  doctoral  degree  in 
English  at  Purdue  University  in  1971. 

Fox  is  the  author  of  a  number  of  articles  and 
scholarly  papers  on  topics  from  English  literature, 
particularly  the  works  of  James  Joyce.  He  has  also 
studied  and  written  on  a  variety  of  subjects  dealing 
with  education,  including  the  teaching  of  people 
from  different  cultures. 

Committee  work 

He  has  served  on  several  accreditation  teams  and 
committees  that  evaluated  the  curricula  of  educa¬ 
tional  institutions,  as  well  as  on  the  Hawaii  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  Secondary  English  Project  Re¬ 
view  Committee  and  on  the  Commissioner’s  Task 
Force  for  Post-Secondary  Education  of  the  LDS 
Church  Educational  System. 

Fox  has  also  served  both  BYU  and  BYU-Hawaii 
on  a  number  of  committees  dealing  with  teaching 
and  curriculum.

Card  catalog  to  be  replaced

Within  a  couple  of  years,  students  will  be  able  to 
use  computer  terminals  to  locate  books  in  the  lib¬ 
rary.  By  1984,  the  card  catalog  system  will  be  re¬ 
placed  by  an  integrated  library  system,  which  stu¬ 
dents  will  be  able  to  use  to  gain  access  through 
terminals,  said  Paul  Jordan,  assistant  university 
librarian  for  technical  services. 

“The  integrated  library  system  is  a  new  concept 
in  library  operations,”  Jordan  said.  The  Harold  B. 
Lee  Library  has  three  automation  computer  sys¬ 


tems  at  present,  but  patrons  do  not  have  direct 
access  to  any  of  these  systems.” 

Combined  file 

Although  the  circulation,  acquisition  and  serials 
records  are  not  directly  available  to  students,  re¬ 
ference  librarians  can  help  patrons  find  the  needed 
information,  Jordan  said. 

“The  integrated  library  system  will  combine 
these  areas  into  one  file,”  Jordan  said.  “Patrons  will 
have  access  to  these  areas,  located  on  a  data  base, 
through  computer  terminals.” 

Through  the  system,  students  will  have  more 


2  gas  tanks  explode , 
may  burn  until  tonight 


BOGOTA,  Colombia  (AP)  —  Two  tanks  stor¬ 
ing  4  million  gallons  of  gasoline  burned  out  of 
control  in  Bogota  on  Tuesday,  and  police  evacu¬ 
ated  about  8,000  people  from  houses  and  a  milit¬ 
ary  base  near  the  facility,  used  by  Esso  and 
Texaco. 

A  nearby  prison  holding  about  3,000  inmates 
was  not  evacuated,  and  prisoners  screamed  to  be 
let  out,  radio  stations  reported.  The  Modelo  pris¬ 
on  is  about  500  feet  from  one  of  the  burning 
tanks. 

Military  police  were  sent  into  the  prison  to 
prevent  a  riot  and  were  patrolling  abandoned 
residential  areas  to  prevent  looting,  the  radio 
stations  said. 

The  fire,  sending  flames  and  smoke  high  over 
the  city,  will  be  allowed  to  bum  itself  out  and 
could  last  through  today  ,  the  minister  of  mines 
and  energy,  Carlos  Martinez,  said  in  a  broadcast 
interview. 

Cause  unknown 

The  cause  of  the  fire  was  not  known.  The  Bogo¬ 


ta  daily  El  Tiempo  quoted  Gen.  Bernardo  Lema 
of  the  army  as  saying  that  sabotage  by  leftist 
guerrillas  may  have  been  the  cause. 

Eight  employees  at  the  storage  facility  were 
injured  when  one  of  the  Esso  tanks  burst  into 
flames  at  11  p.m.  Monday,  the  Bogpta  Fire  De¬ 
partment  said  in  a  news  release. 

The  second  tank,  about  180  feet  from  the  first 
tank  and  also  belonging  to  Esso,  burst  into 
flames  about  an  hour  later.  There  are  10  tanks  in 
all  at  the  facility,  each  with  2  million  gallons  of 
gasoline.  The  area  also  includes  about  a  dozen  big 
tanks  of  propane  gas. 

About  3,000  soldiers  and  their  families  at  an 
army  base  adjacent  to  the  Esso  plant  were  evacu¬ 
ated.  Police  forced  an  estimated  5,000  people  in 
nearby  houses  to  leave  the  area  during  the  pre¬ 
dawn  hours. 

The  storage  tanks  are  at  Puente  Aranda,  about 
five  miles  east  of  El  Dorado  International  airport 
and  about  three  miles  west  of  the  downtown  area 
of  this  city  of  5  million  people. 


flexibility  in  locating  a  book  or  magazine,  Jordan 
said.

Card  catalog 

“The  problem  with  the  card-catalog  system  is  it 
requires  an  exact  approach,”  he  said.  To  find  a 
book,  the  student  must  have  the  exact  title  or  spell¬ 
ing  of  the  author’s  name. 

If  the  title  the  student  has  is  just  one  word  off,  he 
might  not  find  the  book,  Jordan  said. 

“The  integrated  system  will  overcome  this  exact 
process,”  he  said.  Through  the  system,  it  is  possible 
for  a  student  to  use  several  different  approaches  in 
locating  a  book. 

The  key  word  approach  enables  a  student  to  use 
one  or  two  key  words  from  either  the  title  or  sub¬ 
ject  area  to  locate  a  specific  book,  Jordan  said.  “If  a 
student  wants  a  title  with  the  words  MX  and  Utah 
in  it,  he  enters  the  words  into  the  computer.  It  will 
pull  out  and  display  all  the  titles  it  has  containing 
those  words.” 

Computer  search 

The  computer  is  also  able  to  search  the  file  when 
given  the  author’s  last  name  or  a  combination  of 
words  from  the  author’s  name  and  book  title,  he 
said. 

“The  integrated  computer  system  will  have  ac¬ 
cess  to  more  than  the  card  catalog,”  Jordan  said.  “If 
the  title  is  not  in  the  computer,  it  may  tell  you  the 
title  is  on  order.” 

If  the  title  is  being  circulated,  the  computer  can 
also  tell  the  patron  when  the  book  is  due,  he  said. 

The  integrated  computer  system  has  great  possi¬ 
bilities,  Jordan  said.  “One  school  that  uses  the  sys¬ 
tem  right  now  is  Northwestern  University.  Stu¬ 
dents  there  are  allowed  to  check  out  their  own 
books,”  he  said. 

Own  checkout 

The  students  locate  a  book  on  a  terminal,  find  the 
book  and  return  to  the  terminal  to  check  the  book 
out  and  receive  a  check-out  slip,  Jordan  said.  “The 
only  time  a  clerk  checks  the  book  is  when  the  stu¬ 
dent  is  leaving  the  library.”
